' All the Schools were formally visited at least once during the 
year, while to some one, two, or three surprise visits were 
made as well.

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Forty-first Report of Inspector of Reformatory 

Malone Eeformatory for Protestant boys bad 117 boys under 
detention at the end of the year. 

There is no Eeformatory for Protestant girls in Ireland. 
The number of Protestant girls likely to bo committed to one 
is too small to support a separate institution for their training. 

I think, horrever, that this want might be met by providko 
an adjunct to one of the Protestant Industrial Schools for girls” 
where, under joint management, the working of a Reformatory 
could be carried on with economy and efficiency without beino- 
in any way injuriou,s to the intere.sts of the children in the 
Industrial School.

There were 118 children committed to Eeformatory 
Schools last year, which shows a decrease of 16 as compared 
with the committals in 1901. This is the smallest number 
committed in one year since the establishment of Eeformatory 
Schools in this country. 

The clause in the Youthful Offenders Act, 1901, providing 
that no child under twelve years of age not previously con- 
victed can be sent to a Eeformatory, and the willingness of 
Managers in general to accept children committed under Sec- 
tion 13 of the Industrial School Act, 1868, are no doubt factors 
in lessening the number of committals to Eeformatories. 

Health oe Inmates. 

The health of the inmates in Eeformatories continues to be 
satisfactory. Only one death occurred during the past year. 

State oe Instkitction on Admission. 

Of the 102 boys committed, 22 could neither read nor write, 
71 could read or read and write imperfectly, and 9 could read 
and write well. 

Of the 16 girls committed 6 could neither read or write, and 
10 could read or read and write imperfectly. 
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Education. 

The literaiy training continues to be as satisfactory as can 
be ejected from the class of children sent to these sehooU 

The smallness of the numbers in the ghls’ schools makes 
it difficult to classify the children suitably in the different 
standards. 

I should like to see a more determined effort on the cart 
of Managers to adopt as far as possible the improved mettods 
of education now followed in the National Schools 

In one of the boys’ schools I am pleased to notice that classes 
have been formed for Manual Instruction, Elementary Science 
and Agriculture, and that experimental plots for teaching the 
latter subject have been established in the grounds attached to 
the school. 

I am satisfied that the adoption of the improved system on 
these lines, by giving the boys an intelligent interest in their 
everyday work, wili haye a healthy influence on them, and con- 
tribute veiy much to their moral and intellectual improvement. 


Dischahges. 

The number of boys discharged during the year was 136, of 
whom 16 enlisted, 47 went to employment, 61 returned to 
friends, 5 emigrated, 2 were sent to sea, and 4 were dis- 
charged, being illegally committed. There were 17 girls dis- 
charged during the year, of whom 11 went to employment, 4 
returned to friends, 1 emigrated, and 1 was discharged being 
illegally committed.

In the year under review several important changes took 
place in the distribution of certificates. 

On the 13th January, 1902, the certificate of the Shamrock 
Lodge Industrial School for Protestant Girls, Belfast, was in- 
creased from 88 to 118. 

The Trainii-ig Home Industrial School for Protestant Girls, 
Cork, tho management of -which gave notice of the resignation 
of the school certificate on the 12th November, 1901, was 
closed, and the inmates were transferred to Meath Industrial 
School, Bray, on the 81st March, 1902. 

To accommodate the children from Training Home Industrial 
School the certificate of the Meath Industrial School, Bray, was 
extended from 70 to 100, on 31st March, 1902. 

The maniig('.nu!iit of Mai'ble Hill Industrial School for Pro- 
testant Boys, Cork, gave notice of the resignation of the 
school certificate in October, 1902, and the inmates were trans- 
ferred to Meath Industrial Scjiool, Blaokrock, Go. Dublin, on 
the 1st of Jiuniary, 1903. 

To provide accommodation for the boys from Marble Hill 
Industrial School an increase of 24 was given to the certmeate 
of Meath Industrial School, Blackrock, on 4th December, 1902. 

One new school, Nazareth Lodge, which is sit-aated in Bel- 
fast, was cortified on the 11th November, 1902, for the train- 
ing of Homan Catholic boys under 10 years of age.

Health. 

During the year under review 61 children died while under 
detention in Industrial Schools. Of these 26 were boys and 
3S gilds. 

In 1901 there were 80 deaths in Industrial Schools — 34 boys 
and 46 girls.

Litbbary Tbaining. 

Of the standard subjects Writing continues to be the best 
™ ^ 

The proficiency of the children in Beading varies greatly 
at the different schools In some only verbal accuracy 
perns to be aiiimd at and explanation of the substance of the 
lesson little attended to. The result in such schools is a 
monotonous sing-song style of reading, with little expression 
stops. In other schools great care is taken 
with the madnig lessons, and a practice adopted which is well 
worthy of imitation, viz. , after a child has finished reading a 
paragiaph, the other children of the class are encouraged” to 
ask questions on the subject matter of the lesson. It was plea- 
sant to see how eager the children seemed to be to have a 
question ready to ask. This made them concentrate their atten- 
tion on what was being read. The readers also must use then- 
brains or they will not be able to answer their companions’ 
questions. 

The great variety of Eeaders now in use gives more interest 
to the reading lesson and stimulates the wish to read as a 
means of gaining interesting information. 

Eecitation is generally well taught, the result being better in 
girls’ schools than in boys’. 

In all schools a large amount of time is devoted to Arith- 
metic, perhaps more than to any other subject. The answer- 
ing in this subject is improving, but at most of the schools 
enough attention is not given to Mental Arithmetic, which is 
so useful in every-day life, and is, besides, of great educational 
value. 


Spelling is generally good in the junior classes where the 
examination is an oral one, and also with the few children in 
the sixth standard , but the other standards often exhibit great 
weakness in dictation. 

A good deal of time is devoted to Composition and Letter 
Writing, and in most schools the senior children are able to 
write intelligent and well expressed letters, though mistakes in 
spelling are often to be seen. 

In Geography the schools continue to use Geographical 
Eeaders, but most of them have, in addition, a particular 
counti-y to bo studied by each standard. This seems to be a 
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moTe in tlie right direction, as the children were scarcely 
learning enough of geography from the Geographical Readers 
alone. 

Grammar is perhaps the most difficult subject .to teach, 
and only in a few schools is it well done. The children caii 
generally analyse simple sentences correctly, though it is 
doubtful if they always know what they are doing, Word- 
building is practised with good results in most of the schools. 

Drawing is now more generally taught than formerly. 
Kindergarten exercises are taught as before. In some of these 
exercises it is difficult to get the teachers to insist on sufficient 
accuracy. In Paper-folding, for example, two or three folds 
made with great care and accuracy would have a much better 
effect on the children than a great number hurried through 
carelessly. 


Industbial Teaining. 

There has been a marked improvement in a greater or less 
degree in all the schools in the industrial training of the chil- 
dren. Managers now see the great advantage of instructing 
their children on intelligent lines and of makiiig them practise 
carefully and continuously the various operations till they 
acquire considerable facility in performing them. 

I am pleased to find most of the schools devoting much atten- 
tion to these essential features in elementary education. 

The children who have attended Kindergarten lessons or who 
have got a course of Hand-and-Eye training, or a course of 
Manual Instruction, excel in whatever class of work they may 
be afterwards engaged. 

The girls’ schools, as heretofore, are much in advance of the 
boys’ in regard to industrial training. 

In several of the boys’ schools Manual Instruction is being 
given with the most satisfactory results, while in some a praise- 
worthy effort has been made to begin a course of intelligent in- 
struction in Agriculture and Horticulture. Experimental 
plots have been established, and a beginning made to give the 
boys a practical knowledge of Agriculture, based on a course of 
Elementary Science as far as it bears on the work in which 
they may be engaged. 

This mode of teaching is highly educational, while, from a 
utilitarian point of view, it has far-reaching and most bene- 
ficial results. 

The great difficulty in establishing this method of training is 
the want of competent teachers. In some schools, however, 
this difficulty is met by sending one of the staff to get special 
training in the subject. 

I am well pleased with what is being done, and with the 
efforts made to improve all round in the matter of industrial 
training, which I expect will be of a high order in a few years. 
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Classification. 

In my last report I classified the schools in their order of 
merit, and in doing so I purposely adopted a high standard, 
and in forming a judgment was influenced more by the 
character of the school for general efficiency than for excellence 
in particular subjects with neglect of or indifference to other 
things equally important. 

It was not to be expected that all would be satisfied with the 
places allotted to them. 

In my circular to Managers in 1901 I clearly defined the 
standard by which I would measure the efficiency and general 
character of their schools, and in proportion as each one com- 
plied with the requirements there laid down did I assign it its 
place in the order of merit. 

The cla.ssifying of the schools has done more to influence 
Managers to bring their schools up to a high level than I could 
ever have anticipated. The desire alwa 3 's present to study the 
interests of the children has been stimulated from a laudable 
spirit of healthy rivahy to make further efforts in this direction. 

There is not one school under inspection in which there is 
not a genuine practical advance in the direction of attaining 
a high standard of efficiency. Being conscious of the efforts 
that have been made during the year, and the difficulty there is 
in effecting improvement in a limited time, I have decided not 
to classify the schools for the year under review. 

I am satisfied that there is a strong desire among Managers 
at present to attain a high state of excellence, and I hope and 
expect that when I classify the schools in my next report there 
will be very few that will have to be placed in third class. 

As on former occasions, it affords me pleasure to acknow- 
ledge the efficient manner in which each member of my staff 
has discharged his duties during the past year.
